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PREFACE 


In many ways, this is a remarkable sale. Numbering nearly 1000 lots, it is the largest Kolbe-Spink auction to date. Included 
are several specialized libraries and a plethora of standard works in a multitude of numismatic fields. 

Opening the bidding is the Hyman Mayer, M.D. library of publications on medical medals. Dr. Mayer’s Medicina in Nummis 
collection was sold late this year by Bowers and Merena Galleries. It was an important collection, as is the comprehensive library 
to be sold here. 

To the best of our knowledge, the library on Polish numismatics formed by Stanislaw Herstal is the finest ever to appear on 
the market. It was not possible to find price records for many, if not most, of the more scarce works. Accordingly, the estimates 
are tentative. Many of the more important tides will surely fetch prices far beyond those suggested. The typewritten inventory 
accompanying the Herstal library often featured notes on rarity and importance. A number of these comments, attributed to 
Herstal, have been incorporated into the catalogue. 

The sale also features a wealth of elusive standard references on European coins and medals comprising duplicates from the 
library of Stack’s, one of the world’s premier numismatic firms. A number of these volumes came earlier from the Berlin firm 
of Robert Ball. The tomes on German, Swiss and French numismatics as well as on renaissance medals are particularly notable. 
From the library of the American Numismatic Society, one of the finest numismatic libraries in the world, comes a number of 
important works, including runs of major European numismatic periodicals. 

The reference library of works on Chinese numismatics formed by R. Byron White is well complemented by other publications 
on Far Eastern numismatics from the libraries of Stack’s and other consignors. The large number of antiquarian numismatic tracts 
in the sale deserve special mention. Many have rarely, if ever, appeared on the market, certainly not in recent years. Of prime 
importance to the numismatic historian, these works often include kernels of useful information now long forgotten. 

Rarities abound. The Herstal library features complete sets of the Hutten-Czapski and Raczynski works as well as series of 
rare Polish numismatic periodicals. An unpublished manuscript by Friedrich August Vossberg entitled Monety Jana Kazimierza 
is especially notable. A nearly complete run of Ars Classica catalogues is offered as well as a fine example of Rizzo’s sumptuous 
Moneta greche della Sicilia, limited to 425 copies. The 1597 first edition of Adam Berg’s rar zNew Muntz Buech is a particularly 
pleasing example and William Blade’s Numismata Typographica is a fine association copy from the library of Theodore De Vinne, 
co-founder of the Grolier Club and a distinguished American printer. 

Works on American numismatics include a fine copy of George H. Clapp’s classic treatise on the cents of 1798 and 1799. Six 
volumes of the Heiss magnum opus on renaissance medals are featured, along with the weighty Hill and De Ricci tomes on the 
Dreyfus Collection, now at the National gallery of Art in Washington, D. C. Among rare and important works on German 
numismatics, a complete series of Kohler’ sMunz-Belustigung and Im Hof’s two volume Sammlun g eines niirnbergischen Munz- 
Cabinets are two of the highlights. A fine set of van Loon on Dutch medals is present in the preferred French edition. 

A number of rare works on Russian numismatics include a fine example of the Schubert Atlas. A fine set of Tobler-Meyer’s 
catalogue of the Wunderly von Muralt collection is a high point of the selection of works on Swiss numismatics. References on 
Chinese numismatics include an extremely rare record of the important collection in the Vatican. A nearly complete series of the 
classic work on masonic medals, Hamburgische Zirkel Correspondenz, is featured along with a seldom seen work on masonic 
badges in the same series. 

The list could go on and on. Careful perusal of the catalogue is strongly recommended. This is a sale to remember.

Blades (1824-1890) was a noted printing historian and was also one of the best known and respected English printers of his time. This, his numismatic magnum opus, is the standard work 
on the topic and is of exceptional rarity. The preface states: “A very limited number has now been reprinted.” Not in Clain-Stefanelli though a 48 page work, written in French and published 
in 1880 is cited. Grierson cites Blades’ 1869 (mis-dated 1969) work on the same topic but fails to record the far superior 1883 edition. Not in the Dictionary Catalogue of the Library of 
the American Numismatic Society. In Blades’ obituary in the American Journal of Numismatics, W. T. R. Marvin calls his collection of the medals of printers “probably unrivalled.” Marvin 
mentions Blades’ earlier work but when referring to the 1883 edition underscores its rarity even at that time by stating: "The latter woric we have not seen, but it is highly commended by 
those competent to judge” Comparing the 1869 with the 1883 edition, the Dictionary of National Biography calls the latter “improved and enlarged.” It also notes that only twenty-five 
copies of the 1869 edition were printed (Jehne says 100).
